Dear Ms. Scharf: 


The Ontario Provincial Police (OPP) is in receipt of your correspondence regarding police enforcement 
of the Ontario government’s emergency orders during the pandemic. 


The OPP is supporting efforts to limit transmission of COVID-19, including the government regulations 
under the Emergency Management and Civil Protection Act (EMCPA) and the Reopening Ontario Act 
(ROA). All police in Ontario have the authority to shut down any gatherings that do not comply with 
capacity requirements and any other restrictions and to clear the premises where those gatherings are 
held. 


Police use their discretion and undertake a graduated approach to enforcement of the emergency 
orders; the approach considers the severity of the specific situation and the government’s public health 
intent to contain the spread of COVID-19. Individuals are asked to voluntarily comply with these 
prohibitions in an effort to curb the spread of COVID-19. 


Each circumstance is different and officers are required to rely on their training, experience and proper 
use of police discretion when responding to a police matter. Members of the OPP will continue to 
perform their duties professionally and comply with the Ontario Human Rights Code or Canadian 
Charter of Rights, as well as all applicable regulations in Ontario’s Police Services Act. 


While the OPP enforces the laws, it is important to note that we do not administer them. For details and 
Clarification on the EMCPA and the ROA, please contact the Ministry of the Solicitor General.
